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THE ORGANIZATION 


The pledge to build the Oakland Raiders into the finest 
organization in professional sports today finds the Oak- 
land franchise as one of the powers of pro football. This 
monumental rise came about by design, meticulous de- 
sign. The past ten years have been marked by long hours 
of dedication by all those who work for the Raider organi- 
zation. 

But the real test of a successful organization in today's 
highly competitive age of professional sports is how long 
its success can endure. 

The Oakland Raiders have been the winningest team 
in the American Football League since 1963. Much has 
been accomplished in the past seven years, including an 
AFL Championship in 1967 and consecutive Western Divi- 
sion titles in 1967, 1968 and 1969. The Raiders’ record 
of 68-25-5 (.731) since 1963 not only ranks at the top of 
the AFL, but is second best in all of pro football. 

In 1969, the Silver and Black showed great pride and 
poise to defeat the Kansas City Chiefs twice and the World 
Champion New York Jcts in New York to capture a third 
straight division title. Architect of this achievement was 
outstanding young coach John Madden, who leads the '70 
Raiders into the Decade of Destiny. The triumph in the 
West, a hard-fought 10-6 conquest of the Chiefs, was 
marred in part by a 17-7 loss to the same team in the AFL 
Championship game. It was ironic that a team the Raiders 
had beaten twice was able to win a second straight World 
Championship for the AFL by defeating the Minnesota 
Vikings in the Super Bowl. 

oo™*fFor the past three seasons, the Raiders have main- 
ied a dominance over pro football in terms of games 
won. In their last 42 games, the Raiders have won 37, 
tied one and lost four. Oakland's consecutive seasons 
(13-1, 12-2, 12-1-1) represent the winningest three-year 
period for any team in pro football history. 

The ultimate goal for the Raiders is a world champion- 
ship, and the organization is working long hours to 
achieve that goal.

A strong dedication to excellence has marked the Oak- 
land Raiders’ rise during the last seven years to the top 
of the pro sports world and it’s not incidental that the 
Raiders produced the best won-lost record in the Ameri- 
can Football League and second best in pro football dur- 
ing that period. 

The Raiders have three times been the Western Divi- 
sion champions (1967-68-69) and won the AFL title in 
1967. Their winning percentage during the seven years 
is an excellent .731, based on a 68-25-5 record. 

The man who guided the progress of the Raiders during 
these seven years is now the managing general partner, 
Al Davis. 

Davis’ 10-year American Football League story, from 
assistant coach of the San Diego Chargers, to head coach 
and general manager of the Raiders, to Commissioner of 
the AFL and finally to a principal owner in the Oakland 
franchise, is an amazing saga in pro sports. 

In April, 1966, the then 36-year old Davis became 
Commissioner of the American Football League. It was 
a post he accepted with some reluctance, for first and 
foremost he was a football coach, and he knew that 
accepting the commissionership would in all probability 
mean an end to his coaching career. But the AFL, priming 
for an all-out battle with the rival National Footbe™ 
League, prevailed on Davis to accept the position. He w 
described by AFL president Ralph Wilson as “‘a coaching 
genius and astute administrator.” AFL owners pointed to 
his brilliant coaching and administrative record and the 
high esteem in which he was held by players, the news 
media, and coaches across the country. 

Eight weeks later, when pro football's two major 
leagues put an end to their six-year war, Davis was na- 
tionally acclaimed as the driving force who brought the 
leagues to the conference table. When the merger was 
completed, Davis resigned his AFL post of Commissioner. 

He was once again a driving force in the May, 1969 
realignment of pro football. Three NFL teams, Cleveland, 
Baltimore and Pittsburgh, moved over to the AFL to form 
two 13-team conferences for 1970. 

Al Davis came to Oakland in January, 1963, dedicated 
to building the Raiders into pro sports’ finest organization. 
Davis was the youngest (33) in pro football holding down 
the dual positions of head coach and general manager. 

But Davis possessed 14 years’ coaching experience and 
had been tabbed a ‘young coaching genius” by Sports 
Illustrated and called “the most inventive mind in the 
country’ by Scholastic Coach magazine. The Raiders, 
who had won just three games during 1961-62, were 
floundering on the field and in the front office. 
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DAVIS & 

But 1963 started one of the great rehabilitation jobs 
in the history of football. Introducing a meticulously de- 
signed offense and a new concept in defense, the “picked 
to finish last’ Raiders zoomed to a 10-4 record and 
missed the Western Division crown by one game. 

Davis was named Coach of the Year by the Associated 
Press, United Press International, Sports Illustrated, Sport- 
ing News and by his fellow coaches. He was named Oak- 

eemad's Young Man of the Year, becoming the first in ath- 
cs to win the Chamber of Commerce award. 

Davis was born July 4, 1929, in Brockton, Massachu- 
setts, but was raised in Brooklyn. He attended Wittenberg 
College and Syracuse University, earning a degree in 
English. In college, he played football, basketball and 
baseball. 

In 1950-51, he joined the staff at Adelphi College in 
New York as line coach, and his technical articles pub- 
lished in coaching magazines gained him considerable 
attention. He then went into the Army, being assigned 
as head football coach at Ft. Belvoir, Virginia. He molded 
a national power service club and capped one year by 
defeating national champion Maryland in a squad game. 

Davis served on the staff of the Baltimore Colts in 1954 
(age 24), devoting most of his time to personnel work. 
In 1955-56, he was line coach and chief recruiter at The 
Citadel. He spent the next three years at the University 
of Southern California, being the line coach for head coach 
Don Clark. In 1959, Davis was in charge of the entire 
defense. 

In 1960, Sid Gillman hired Davis as offensive end coach 
of the Los Angeles Chargers. There Davis developed the 
finest passing attack in the league and kept the Chargers 
in the forefront among pro clubs in the fight for collegiate 
talent. From the Chargers, in San Diego in 1963, it was 
on to Oakiand. 


RAIDERS HEAD COACH 


JOHN 
MADDEN 


John Madden enters his second season as head coach 
of the Oakland Raiders with many accomplishments al- 
ready behind him. Among the 1969 feats achieved by 
Madden and his team were: 

© A 12-1-1 regular season record, the best in all of pro 
football, and second best ever registered in the American 
Football League. It was topped only by Oakland’s 13-1 
in 1967. 

© A Western Division championship of the AFL, the 
Raiders’ third straight. - 

@ An AFL record-tieing 15 straight games without ¢ 
feat, a string started in '68. 

© Coach of the Year honors for Madden as awarded by 
The Sporting News, Pro Football Weekly, The Professional 
Football Writers Association and the Santa Clara Valley 
Sportswriters and Broadcasters. 

All of this was accomplished by pro football's youngest 
head coach. Madden was 34 on April 10, 1970. 

The 1969 season was Madden's third with the Raiders. 
He was linebacker coach in 1967-68 before being named 
head coach on February 4, 1969. 

Madden began his coaching career in 1960 at age 23 
after a knee injury cut short his career with the Philadel- 
phia Eagles. He attended College of San Mateo and 
California Poly, where he was an all-conference tackle and 
catcher on the baseball team. Born in Austin, Minnesota, 
but raised in Daly City, near San Francisco, John was al- 
ways active in sports as a youth and played football and 
baseball at Jefferson High. 

Madden's coaching career started at Hancock Junior 
College in Santa Maria, California, where he quickly 
earned his first head coach title. That came in 1962 and 
a year later Hancock won a league championship and was 
ranked 9th in the country. His two teams at Hancock 
posted a 13-5 record, with an 8-1 his second year. A 
move by Madden to San Diego State in 1964-66 as de- 
fensive coordinator helped produce other fine teams. 

The coach lives in Pleasanton, California, with his wife 
Virginia, and sons, Mike, 6, and Joe, 4. 
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OLLIE SPENCER, Offensive Line 


Ollie Spencer, now in his ninth 
year with the Raiders, is the senior 
member of the coaching staff. He 
joined the Raiders in 1962 as offen- 
sive line coach and was a player- 
coach in 1963. Spencer played seven 
years in the NFL with Detroit and 
Green Bay from 1953, 1955-61 as 
an offensive guard and tackle, He 
was a starter on the Lions’ cham- 
pionship team of '53. One of Kan- 
sas’ all-time great linemen, Spencer 
was an NEA All-America and all Big Eight in 1952. He 
played in the East-West and Senior Bowl games. Spencer, 
39, is a native of Hopewell, Kansas. Ollie and wife Diane 
and their four children live in Fremont. 


TOM DAHMS, Defensive Line 


Tom Dahms has started his eighth 
season as a coach with the Raiders. 
He came to Oakland after serving on 
the Dallas Cowboys’ staff (1960-62). 
Dahms, 43, began his coaching at 
the University of Virginia in 1959 
after a fine seven-year pro playing 
career as a two-way tackle with Los 

ngeles (1951-54), Green Bay 

)955), St. Louis (1956) and San 

fancisco (1957). He was a mem- 
ber of the Rams’ 1951 champion- 
ship team. A native of San Diego, Dahms was a Little All- 
America tackle at San Diego State and was signed by the 
Rams as a free agent. Tom and his wife Diane and their 
four sons live in Castro Valley. 


JOHN POLONCHEK, 
Offensive Backfield 


John Polonchek has been associ- 
ated with the Raiders as a 
coach for eight years. He j 
Raiders in 1963 as a scout and be- 
came a coach in 1967. The 42-year- 
old native of Granastov, Czechoslo- 
vakia began his coaching career at 
Michigan State in 1956-58. He spent 
1959-61 at the University of Colo- 
rado, with the '61 Buffaloes earning 
an Orange Bowl bid. Polonchek was 
also a player-coach at Bolling Air 
Force Base, helping Bolling win two interservice champion- 
ships. In college at Michigan State, Polonchek was a two- 
way back (1946-49). Polonchek, wife Joan and their three 
children live in Dublin. 
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RICHIE McCABE, Defensive Backtiel” 


Richard (Richie) McCabe is start- 
ing his 16th year in pro football and 
his second as defensive backfield 
coach of the Raiders. McCabe came 
to the Raiders after three seasons 
(1966-68) with the Buffalo Bills, 
where his coaching skills were widely 
recognized. Now 36, McCabe began 
coaching at Carnegie Tech in 1964 
after a knee injury ended a six-year 
career as a pro player. He was a 
defensive back with Pittsburgh 
(1955-58), Washington (1959) and Buffalo (1960) and 
earned all-AFL honors with the Bills. He played both ways 
as a back at the University of Pittsburgh. Richie and his 
wife Judy live in Hayward. 


SID HALL, Linebackers 


Sid Hall is now in his second sea- 
son as linebacker coach for the 
Raiders. This is the 20th year in 
coaching for the 43-year-old Hall, 
who came to Oakland after four 
years at San Diego State, where he 
was defensive coordinator. Hall’s 
coaching experience includes the 
University of Pacific (1956-60) and 
University of Idaho (1961-64). He 
was also head coach at Porterville 
Junior College in 1955. Hall was a 
center and linebacker during his collegiate career at Col- 
lege of Pacific. He spent one pro season with the Chicago 
Bears. Hall, his wife Mary and their four children live in 
Pleasanton. 


DICK WOOD, Ends 


Dick Wood is in his second season > 
as tutor of the Raider ends. Wood, 
34, spent the 1967-68 seasons as a 
varsity assistant and head freshman 
coach at the University of Georgia. 
An ex-quarterback, Wood played 
seven years for six pro teams, but 
achieved his greatest success with 
the New York Jets in 1963-64 and 
the Raiders in 1966. He still holds 
the Raider record for fewest inter- 
ceptions in a season (6) and shares 
an AFL record for consecutive completions. A native of 
Lanett, Alabama, Wood was a star quarterback at Auburn 
University. He, wife Peggy and their two children live in 
Pleasanton. 


MARV MARINOVICH, Assistant 


Marv Marinovich is in his third 
year as the Raiders’ assistant line 
and strength coach. The 30-year-old 
Marinovich supervises weight train- 
ing and nutrition for all the players 
and travels during the off-season, 
initiating strength programs for new- 
comers. He is a former pro player 
with Los Angeles, Minnesota and the 
Raiders. Marinovich is a native of 
Watsonville, California, where he was 
twice a state high school wrestling 
champion. He captained the 1962 University of Southern 
California Rose Bowl team, rated the No. 1 college team. 
Marv and his wife Trudy and daughter live in Pleasanton. 


GEORGE ANDERSON, Trainer 


George Anderson is one of the 
original Raiders, and is starting his 
11th season as trainer for the Silver 
and Black. Anderson, 41, joined the 
Raiders in 1960 after serving 10 
years in training positions at South- 
ern California, Odessa (Texas) High 
School and the University of Califor- 

oa. He first started as a trainer after 

juring a knee as a sophomore at 
San Jose State. Anderson went to 
college after serving 1946-48 in the 
Army. A native of Vallejo, California, he played baseball 
and basketball in high school. George and his wife Marcy 
and their three children live in Pinole. 


RICHARD ROMANSKI, 
Equipment Manager 


Richard Romanski is in his eighth 
season with the Raiders. He joined 
the team in 1963. Romanski, during 
two years in the Army at Ft. Belvoir, 
Virginia, was a player and later a 
coach for Al Davis’ outstanding ser- 
vice teams. A native of Milwaukee, 
Romanski, 43, played five high 
school sports and was an all-league 
quarterback his final two years. He 
graduated from St. Norbert College 
in 1951 after earning Catholic All- 
America honors in football. He taught and coached in 
high school after his Army tour. Richard, wife Rose and 
their four children live in San Leandro.

AL LoCASALE, Executive Assistant” > 


Al LoCasale came to the Raiders 
in 1969 after serving as director of 
player personnel with the San Diego 
Chargers and the Cincinnati Bengals. 
LoCasale is an original AFL execu- 
tive, being with the Los Angeles 
Chargers when the new league start- 
ed in 1960. He is one of the small 
group of players, coaches and 
administrators to be on the scene 
throughout the entire 10-year history 
of the American Football League. 
After being with the Chargers for seven seasons, he joined 
the Bengals in 1967, the first employee hired by Paul 
Brown after the latter was granted the Cincinnati fran- 
chise. LoCasale guided the Bengals through the expan- 
sion draft and their first two college drafts. He is now 
in his 17th year in football as a scout, coach or admin- 
istrator. He was administrative assistant to the head foot- 
ball coach at Southern California in 1959 and also had 
service on the coaching staffs at Bainbridge Naval Train- 
ing Center and the University of Pennsylvania, his alma 
mater. LoCasale, 37, is a native of Philadelphia. He 
makes his home in Alameda. 


RON WOLF, 
Director of Player Personnel

Ron Wolf is now in his eighth year 
with the Raiders, holding down the 
director of player personnel position 
all that time except for a few months 
in 1966. During those months, he 
served as Coordinator of Talent for 
the entire American Football League 
under Commissioner Al Davis. Wolf, 
31, has records on more than 
15,000 players, dating back to the 
1960 college draft, the first year for 
the American Football League. A na- 
tive of New Freedom, Pennsylvania, Wolf played football 
and baseball in high school and college. Before entering 
Pro football, Wolf was an intelligence specialist in West 
Berlin with the Army. He is blessed with a near-photo- 
graphic memory. Wolf began his college work at Mary- 
ville, Tennessee, then completed his education at the 
University of Oklahoma, where he majored in history. In 
addition to supervising the Raiders’ highly successful 
scouting operation, Wolf directs the administrative end of 
the team’s summer training camp at Santa Rosa, now in 
its eighth year. Ron and his wife Virginia and their three 
daughters make their home in Alameda. 
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TOM GRIMES, 
Director of Public Relations 


Tom Grimes is now in his second 
season as the Raiders’ director of 
public relations. He came to the 
Raiders after two years as assistant 
publicity director of the Miami Dol- 
phins. Grimes covered the AFL in 
1966 from Fort Lauderdale, where 
he served 61/ years as a sports edi- 
tor. A native Miamian, he began his 
career at the Miami Herald in 1954 
and was graduated from the Univer- 
sity of Miami in 1958 with a degree 
in education and journalism. During two years’ Army 
duty, Grimes served in the USMA sports information of- 
fice. Grimes, wife Lynn and daughter live in Alameda. 


DEL COURTNEY, 
Director of Administration 


Del Courtney is starting his 11th 
year with the Raiders. He is the 
director of administration and en- 
tertainment director. He has been 
in charge of the Raiders’ halftime 
shows since 1960. Early in 1968, 

‘courtney was appointed director of 

ministration, handling radio, tele- 
«sion and promotions among other 
duties. He was recently voted vice- 
president of the NFL Entertainment 
Directors and is next in line to be- 
come chairman. The Courtney band was acclaimed ‘Best 
in the AFL” in a league-wide poll. Del is married to record- 
ing star Connie Haines. They live in Orinda. 


KEN LaRUE, Business Manager 


Ken LaRue joined the Raiders in 
August, 1969, and is now entering 
his 15th year in football. LaRue, 39, 
came to the Raiders from Ball State 
University, where he was director of 
conferences and special events. 
While at Ball State, LaRue was also 
a scout for the San Diego Chargers. 
He coached at Kansas State for 
seven years and was a high school 
coach in Anderson, Indiana, for four 
seasons. A native of Goshen, Indi- 
ana, LaRue was an all-state end in high school and also 
won honors as a receiver at Ball State. He spent 1952-56 
in the Air Force. LaRue, wife Anne and their two daugh- 
ters live in Pleasanton. 


GEORGE GLACE, Ticket Manager 


George Glace is another veteran 
Raider employee. He is starting his 
eighth year as ticket manager. He 
came to Oakland from the San Diego 
Chargers in 1963 after serving with 
the Charger organization three years. 
Glace, a native of Jamestown, New 
York, gained experience in the ticket 
field in Los Angeles at the Pan Pa- 
cific Auditorium, the Los Angeles 
Coliseum and Sports Arena and 
Santa Anita and Hollywood Park race 
tracks. He also gained administrative experience as man- 
ager of a Los Angeles bowling facility for eight years. The 
Glace family makes their home in San Leandro. 


KEN BISHOP, 
Public Relations Assistant 


Ken Bishop enters his second sea- 
son with the Raiders as assistant in 
public relations. He came to the 
Raiders after six years as Foothill 
College sports publicist. Bishop cov- 
ered the Raiders in 1963-64 for the 
San Jose Mercury-News where he 
worked five years as a staff sports 
writer. He was also a correspondent 
for Peninsula newspapers, including 
the Palo Alto Times, and was a con- 
tributor to Amateur Athlete, Swim- 
ming World and All-America Swimmer magazines. Born in 
Palo Alto, he served 181% months in the Kansas City Army 
Air Defense while in the Army. Bishop, 27, makes his 
home in Palo Alto. 


DR. KENDALL SMALL, 
Team Physician 


Dr. Kendall Small is starting his 
11th season as team physician for 
the Raiders. He was one of the first 
persons hired when the Raiders were 
formed in 1960. A native of Berke- 
ley and a graduate of the University 
of California, Dr. Small received his 
medical degree at Creighton Univer- 
sity in Omaha, Nebraska. Dr. Small's 
first experience as a team physician 
came in 1942 with St. Mary's College 
in Moraga. Since then, he has worked 
with Piedmont High School and several industrial basket- 
ball teams in addition to the Raiders. Dr. Small, his wife 
Marion and their three children live in Oakland. 
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1970 OUTLOOK 


The Oakland Raiders, under the guidance of Coach 
John Madden, will be striving for a fourth straight Western 
Division title this fall. This time, of course, the Western 
Division is part of the American Conference of the Na- 
tional Football League. The Raiders were Western Division 
champions of the American Football League in 1967, 1968 
and 1969. 

Only two teams in the history of pro football—the 
Chicago Bears of 1940-43 (4) and the Cleveland Browns 
of 1950-55 (6)—ever won more consecutive division 
titles. 

Madden, at 34, is the youngest head coach in the NFL. 
His superlative coaching job with the Raiders last year 
earned him American Football League Coach of the Year 
honors. ‘‘It's a challenge to maintain a great winning 
record,"” says Madden, whose .923 percentage (12-1-1) 
was the best in football in 1969. 

Assisting Madden is an outstanding coaching staff of 
Ollie Spencer, offensive line; Tom Dahms, defensive line; 
John Polonchek, offensive backfield; Richie McCabe, de- 
fensive backfield; Sid Hall, linebackers; Dick Wood, ends; 
and Marv Marinovich, assistant line coach and the Raid- 
ers’ strength coach. 

In 1969, no team in pro football faced the adversity 
and problems of the Oakland Raiders. A heart-breaking 
loss in the '68 championship game, off-season operations 
and some close early-season victories made the '69 climb 
extremely tough. But the Raiders collared Kansas City 
by defeating the Chiefs on their own field, 27-24, and then 
pushed on through the final three games with the New 

eXork Jets, Cincinnati Bengals and the Chiefs again. It 
ok six straight victories to win the division and coach 
hn Madden's dedicated team accomplished the feat. 

Madden and his coaching staff look forward to the 1970 
season, although well realizing that the years ahead will 
be the toughest in Raider history. They feel the Raiders 
will be playing in the strongest of the six divisions of the 
NFL. Oakland, Kansas City, San Diego and Denver com- 
bined for a 27-17-2 record last year, by far the most 
victories for any division in pro football, including two 
Eastern Divisions with five teams each. No team in the 
American Football League ever won four straight division 
titles, a '70 Raider goal. 

There must now be an evaluation of 25 teams, instead

of just nine as in the past. This compounds the challer 
for the future. 

“We always rely on our vetcrans, but you hope to find 
an added something,” says Madden. “You never know who 
it's going to be or where he will come from,” he notes. 
In 1969, Tom Keating and Bill Laskey returned from in- 
juries, Rod Sherman was added through a trade, Marv 
Hubbard made the team after a year in the minor leagues 
and Nemiah Wilson was signed as a free agent. In 1968, 
it was the work of draftees George Atkinson, Charlie 
Smith and Ralph Oliver which made a big contribution. 
And in '67, Willie Brown and Daryle Lamonica came to the 
Raiders in trades, Warren Wells was added as a free agent 
and Gene Upshaw as No. 1 draft pick. 

“You hope you're healthy going into a season, but 
there are always a number of uncertainties," says Mad- 
den. The Raiders will have several pivotal player uncer- 
tainties similar to the adversities of last year. 


QUARTERBACK 


Daryle Lamonica won his second AFL Player of the 
Year award in three seasons with the Raiders in 1969. He 
suffered a hand injury in the AFL Championship game. 
The 29-year-old ex-Notre Dame star broke all of his own 
team passing records for yardage (3302), attempts (426), 
completions (221), touchdowns (34) and passing per- 
centage (51.9). His 34 touchdown passes upped his 
three-year total with the Raiders to 89, a figure never be- 
fore achieved in pro football by one passer over three 
seasons. He has also passed for over 3,000 yards for 
three straight years. Lamonica enters the '70 season with 
a string of 16 games in which he has thrown a touchdow™ 
pass. 

George Blanda, who will be 43 years old on Septembe. 
17, is Lamonica's backup man. Blanda appeared in four 
games at quarterback, and added two touchdown passes 
to run his lifetime AFL total to 176. 

Ken Stabler and Eldridge Dickey are bright, young pros- 
pects back after missing the ’69 season. Dickey's out- 
standing talents may also be utilized at a wide receiver 
position. 


RUNNING BACKS 


Dependable, young Charlie Smith was the only Raider 
running back to carry the football in every game. The 24- 
year-old Smith topped the rushers with 600 yards on 177 
carries, which bettered his fine rookie season of 504 
yards. Smith was also an effective pass receiver, ranking 
fourth on the team with 30 receptions for 322 yards. 

Veterans Pete Banaszak and Larry Todd also performed 
at running back, with Banaszak finishing as the third- 
leading rusher with 377 yards on 88 carries. Todd turned 
in the year's longest run, a 51-yard sprint against Cincin- 
nati. In contention for a running back position are rookie 
Ken Newfield, a taxi squad member in 1969, and 13th 
round draft pick Don Highsmith from Michigan State. 


FULLBACK 


Hewritt Dixon experienced a solid campaign in 1969. 
Dixon was the Raiders’ No. 2 rusher with 398 yards and 
was third in receiving with 33 catches for 275 yards. Marv 
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bbard served his apprenticeship last season, making 

sides in learning the things demanded of the position: 
running, blocking, receiving. Second round draft choice 
Ted Koy brings excellent credentials from the national 
champion Texas Longhorns. 


WIDE RECEIVERS 

Fred Biletnikoff and Warren Wells combined for 101 
receptions, 2097 yards and 26 touchdowns for the Silver 
and Black last fall. Both receivers set personal highs for 
touchdown catches, and Wells averaged 26.8 yards per 
reception, best in the league. Wells led the AFL in touch- 
downs (14) for the second straight year. Biletnikoff's 54 
catches ranked second in the league. Biletnikoff has 
caught a pass in 38 straight league games; Wells has a 
string of 28 games catching a pass. Rod Sherman and 
Drew Buie were the other wide receivers in '69 and both 
saw action in 14 games, mostly as special team mem- 
bers. Eric Stolberg is a 17th round draft pick from Indiana, 


TIGHT ENDS 

Billy Cannon and the late Roger Hagberg shared the 
tight end duties in 1969, with Hagberg starting three 
games when Cannon was injured. Cannon caught 21 
passes for 262 yards, including a 53-yard touchdown 
against Buffalo. Lloyd Edwards, who played in 14 games 
as a special teams member, is back. Edwards is 6-foot-4, 
240 pounds. The Raiders’ top draft choice, Raymond 
Chester from Morgan State, is a tight end with good speed 
and size at 6-3, 220. Chester was an all-purpose perform: 
er in college, playing both offense and defense. 


-~ OFFENSIVE LINE 

The Raiders offensive line is rated as one of the fine 
ones in pro football, and should have added depth this 
year. 

Center Jim Otto won all-league honors for a record 10th 
straight season, and the ex-Miami star starts his 11th 
season at only age 32. Otto, a 6-2, 250-pounder, will be 
backed up by ex-Cincinnati Bengal John Matlock (6-4, 
255) and rookie Tim Roth (6-2, 235). Otto and Wayne 
Hawkins are the only original Raiders, with Otto having 
played in every one of the Raiders’ 140 games. 

Guards Jim Harvey (6-5, 250) and Gene Upshaw (6-5, 
255) have experienced support in 10-year veteran Wayne 
Hawkins (6-0, 240). George Buehler (6-2, 260) enters his 
second season while Jerry DeLoach (6-3, 245) is a 12th 
round draft pick from California at Davis. Upshaw was 
picked on three all-league teams. 

Tackles Harry Schuh (6-2, 260) and Bob Svihus (6-4, 
245) have been teamed since their rookie year in 1965 
and offer size, speed and intelligence. Schuh was named 
to three all-league teams in 1969. Third-year pro Art 
Shell (6-5, 255) started one game when Svihus was in- 
jured. 


DEFENSIVE LINE 


The Oakland defensive line has been slightly different 
each of the last three years, but its effectiveness has been 
steadily excellent. Tom Keating returned in '69 after miss- 
ing the entire 1968 season. He’s 6-2, 247 pounds. Carle- 
ton Oats (6-3, 260) manned the other tackle. Art Thoms 
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- 
(6-5, 250) showed why he was a No. 1 pick in limi 
appearances and veteran Al Dotson (6-4, 260) started on 
game. Nine-year pro Dan Birdwell (6-4, 250) appeared in 
only two games. Ben Davidson (6-8, 280) and Ike Lassiter 
(6-5, 270) started every game at defensive ends. Holdover 
Harold Rice (6-2, 230) an 11th round pick in 1969, and 
rookie Mike Wynn of Nebraska (6-5, 240) are the other 
candidates. 


LINEBACKERS 


Ballhawk Dan Conners in the middle and steady Gus 
Otto on the right side were fixtures last year. Conners, 
named to the all-league team, scored two touchdowns to 
run his six-year total to five for 30 points. Bill Laskey 
and Ralph (Chip) Oliver shared the strong side lineback- 
ing. Duane Benson and Bill Budness saw action in every 
game. The '70 newcomers will be draftees Gerald Irons 
of Maryland State, Tony Cline of Miami, Steve Svitak of 
Boise State and Emery Hicks of Kansas. Ted Davis, start- 
ing his seventh pro season, was added in a trade with 
New Orleans. 


DEFENSIVE BACKS 


Willie Brown, a corner, and Dave Grayson, safety, were 
two of the three most honored Raiders in ’69. Brown, in 
his eighth season now, was voted to every all-star team, 
right through the Hall of Fame All-Pro squad. Grayson, 
starting his 10th year, was similarly regarded. Grayson 
lead the Raiders in interceptions for the second year with 
eight, including the AFL’s longest, 76 yards for a score 
against Miami. Brown was next with five thefts, whi 
he returned 111 yards. Grayson, with his eight intercc 
tions, became the AFL's all-time interception leader wi 
47, which he has returned a record 908 yards. 


Nemiah Wilson, at left corner, and George Atkinson, at 
strong safety, completed the Raiders’ pass defense unit, 
which allowed opponents only 164 completions and a 
38.9 percentage, both figures lowest in the league. Safety 
Rodger Bird, who led the AFL in punt returns in 1966-67, 
had an outstanding year in 1968 highlighted by a key 
interception touchdown against San Diego. 

Howie Williams, Jackie Allen and Kent McCloughan also 
saw action during the season. McCloughan’s playing time 
was limited although he fully recovered from a knee opera- 
tion and is ready to go this year. Ed Hayes was a taxi 
squad member last year after having been cut by the 
Denver Broncos. Youngsters are draftees Ike Hill, Alvin 
Wyatt and Fred Moore. 


SPECIALISTS 


George Blanda added to his already imposing list of 
records during the '69 season as he paced the Raiders in 
scoring for the third straight year. His 20 field goals and 
45 consecutive extra point kicks totaled 105 points to run 
his three-year total to a record 338 points. 

Mike Eischeid was honored for his punting in 1969, and 
finished with a 42.7 average. Eischeid’s 54.7 average for 
four punts against Miami was the third best single game 
mark in AFL history.

1969 REVIEW 


In addition to winning their third straight Western Divi- 
sion championship, the Oakland Raiders broke eight 
American Football League and 20 team records during 
the 1969 season. 


Most important of the league standards was a record 
third season in leading the AFL in points scored and a 
record fourth season of leading in touchdown passes. 


Among the team records were six touchdown passes in 
one game (vs. Buffalo), 36 touchdown passes in one 
season and a 51.7 passing percentage for the season. 
Other team marks were for 15 rushing first downs in a 
game (vs. Cincinnati), 131 yards on interceptions in a 
game (vs. Miami), 484 yards on interceptions for a sea- 
son, 180 yards in penalties for a game (at San Diego), 
1274 yards for the season and 100 penalties for the 
season. The latter two marks are also AFL records. 


The Raiders equalled an AFL record by going 15 
straight games without defeat. Other league marks are 
George Blanda’s 154 consecutive extra point kicks, 56 
scoring games in a row and Blanda and Jim Otto’s 
140 straight games played. Blanda won the extra point 
title with 45 points for a record fifth time. 


David Grayson ran his lifetime record for interceptions 
in the AFL to 47, which he has returned a record 908 
yards. 


Raider individual records were established by quarter- 
back Daryle Lamonica for seasonal passing attempts 
(426), completions (221), yards (3302), touchdowns (34) 

7d interceptions (25). He also passed for a record six 
ichdowns in one game (vs. Buffalo). 


Warren Wells set a club record by averaging 26.8 yards 
per reception for the season and Grayson equalied a 
single game mark by intercepting 3 passes at San Diego.
